H E Author of this Treatife, who was a Difcipk' 
of Dr. Hermans^ profefles to follow chiefiy Jun^ 
gim^ HsrmannuSy Rivinm^ and Mr. Ray in ito Akf^t gi- 
ving an Account of the Ufefulnefs of the Sixxdiy of Vkms, 
he divides Plants . into Trees, Shrubs and Planis* K 
treats afterwards of their Koox^Fumlusfiulk,^ Leaf, Flow 
er and Fruit : From the Two laft of which he chinks rh 
Plant ought to have iis place.He has likewife (bme Rules 
concerning the Virtues of Plants. But the greateft parr or 
ihe Book is a Catalogue of the moi't part of the Pi^int^^ 
growing in their Climate, whether Wild or in Gar 
dens.

THis Letter (which has about 112, psges) was ii> 
tended to be pubiifced ' at the ftequtil' of Dmid 
Georgim Morhofim fooner, had oot th§ Author thooghi: 
Te^^iiAT would have uodertook thisTask.Tliis Library wr.s 
firft gathered by Matthim €orvinm (who diedil^ 1 490.) 
from all partsof the World^confifting both of PriotedBouks 
and Maoufcriptsj Printing being rhenYoung^hc kept Wri- 
ters in many Places to enrich his Library in what it-wioi:- 
ed from Greeki he got many Hebrew, Greek and La 
Books from Cmftantimpk and Greece, wlien thofe Pla 
were taken ; 40 or 50000 Books were faid to be in the Li- 
brary, of Printed and Manulcript. Bofmannm Cardina^ 
lu offered the Turks for them xooooo Nummi Imperiaks. 
When Buda was taken by the Turks, this Library was 
piilag'd by the Soldkts.Bmkckiiis bought many ot them, 
and brought them to Fienna ; Johannes Samhmm pur- 
chafed many of them, which are now alfo the Empc- 
tofsMBialdm Birckheimerm,gQt fome which now be- 
long to the Royal Society. The Remainder which was 
at Buda when it was taken, are here given an Account 
of in a Catalog'ue taken by a Miffionary Jefuit. At the 
Clofe of the Book is a Cattlogue of fome Maoufcripts 
formei% belonging to this Library, which are now in 
that of the Duke of WolfenhutelL

THis Diflertation which has 3 1 Pages, was defigaed 
to be prefented from the Author to Mr. Boyle^ but 
has been kid afide fmce his Death till now- This B$m- 
nian Stone is foand Three Miles from Bmonia in the 
Mountain Paderno, or Eight Miles weftward from thence, 
in thatHill calkdPredalhm.Thcre are found with it Red- 
bole, Efflorefcences of Salt, round and fquare Marcafites, 
and PI Sifter Gypfum or Geflb, 

He describes the Fibres of the Stone which many times 
run to a common Center,which is fome Ear th.To make it 
Ihine, it is prepared by grating the Stone fmooth with a 
File,dipping it in Brandy ; after rh'ch it is rouied in fome 
fine Powder of the fame Stone.andcalcin'd in art openFur- 
nace,beirig plac'd in the middle of liveCharcoaJ.When the 
Stone is calcin d the Cruft is taken ofl, and the Surface of 
the Stone, which is become Yellowilh, when exposed to 
the Light Air, imbibes the Light, and Shines like a Coal 
in the Dark. It will not be calcin'd into Lime. The 
Stone ihines in Water, and receives the Light in Oyl of 
Nats, but will not emit it till it be out of it. 

At the End of this Treatife is an Account of Plaifler or 
G^Qo^ of the feveral Kinds of it, and where they are dug. 
He tells us, That the Workers in it, in fbme Days time, 
are cured of the Itch, either by means of its adflringent 
Qiiality or Sulphur.
